The following Commercial Treaty, concluded be- 
tween Great Britain and Persia, ia published for gene- 
ral information, by order of the Right Honorable the 
Governor General of India in Council: 


PREAMBLE. 


Whereas by the benign favour of the one Almighty 
God whose bounties are infinite from the day on which 
the treaty of friendship and attachment was concluded 
between the glorious States of Great Britain and Per- 
sia, the renowned and just Sovercigns of the two ever- 
lasting States have day by day, and at all times, at- 
tended to and observed the whole of its articles and 
stipulations, and have caused the subjects of both 
Governments to enjoy all its benefits and advantages 
except the Treaty of Commerce, which in the Pream- 
ble of the Treaty of the year one thousand eight hune 
dred and fourteen, the two Governments engaged to 
conclude, and which up to this time, for certain reas 
sons, has been postponed and left unfinished, there- 
fore in this fortunate year, that all the stipulations of 
the auspicious Treaty may be fulfilled, His Majesty 
the Shah. of Persia has appointed His Excellence 
Hajee Meerja Abul Hussan Khan, His Majesty's 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, to be Hia sole 
Plenipotentiary, aod Her Majesty the Queen of Great 
Britain and Ireland, and Sovereign of India, has ap- 
appointed Sir John McNeill, Knight Grand Cross of 
the Most. Honorable Order of the Bath, H. M.'s 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenlpotentiary to

chants of the most favored European Nations, shall 
be levied froin the Merchants subjects of the High 
Contracting Parties, and except this no claim shall be 
made upon the Merchants of the two States in each

No. 63 of 1842.—The presence of a Brigadier on 
the Eastern Frogtier being no longer considered ne- 
cessary, Major General J. H. Littler, on whom, in 
consequence of the appointment of Major General 
W. Battiue, C B, to Ferozepore, the Command of 
the Presidency Division has temporarily devolved, is, 
at the suggestion of His Excellency the Coramander 
in Chief, directed to proceed to Parrackpore, for 
the purpose of being attached as Brigadier to that 
Station. 


2. The appointment of Major of Brigade to the 
Troops on the Eastern Frontier, which was autho- 
rized in General Order of the 15th December 1837, 
will cease from the date of Major General Littler’s 
departure from Sylhet.

‘No. 51, dated 2d Marek 1842, granting Donations of 
twelve gud six montha Full or Field Batta to the Of- 
cer and Men of Her Majesty's and the Hon'ble Com- 
pany’s Service employed in the late operations in 
China, for their gallant behaviour and successful 
exertions, the Right Hou'ble the Governor’ General 
of Jodia in Council is pleased to publish, for the in- 
formation and guidance of all parties concerned, the 
following Subsidiary Orders : 


2. The Donations of «ix months Batta granted by 
the General Orders above referred to, is extended, as 
a special indulgence, to the Heirs or Assigns of the 
Officers and Men of the 37th Regiment Madras 
Native Infantry, who were lost in the China Seas in 
the Transport Golconda, 


3. The rate of Batta to be regulated aceording to 
the Regimental rank in which the individuals were 
serving at the date of the General Order granting the 
D nations, unless entitled to a higher rate annexed to 
Staff employment. 


4. The claims of all deceased Officers and Men 
are to be included in the Abstracts of Companies, 
Detachmeuts or Departments, and it will be particu- 
larly specified, in the column of remarks, in the No- 
mival Roll accompanying each Dill, whether the Heirs 
or Assigns of the deceased are present, as only in case 
of their presence will the amount he issued by Pay 
Masters, for the purpose of being paid over under the 
order and respnusibiiity of Commanding Officers. 
In cases where the [Ieirs or Assigns are not present, 
the amount drawn will be dedueted from the Bills, 
and transferred to the General Treasury by Pay Mas- 
ters for deposit, until legally claimed.

+ Prescription —Section I. It is hereby enacted, 
that subject to the exceptions hereinafter men- 
tioned, a title by prescription shall be acquired in 
respect of property, moveable and immoveable, and 
hereditary offices, by uninterrupted possession, 
mediate or immediate, as proprietor, for six years,

Section II, And it is hereby enacted, that in 
the case of any benefits, liberties, or privileges, 
derived out of, or affecting any immoveable pro- 
perty which shall have been enjoyed without in- 
terruption for twelve years, a right to the enjoy- 
ment thereof against the owner of the property 
shall be acquired by prescription, subject to the 
exceptions hereinafter mentioned, uuless such 
benefits, liberties, or privileges shall have been 
enjoyed by some consent. or agreement expressly 
given or made for that purpose by soma Deed or 
writing.

former case adverse possession shall be deemed to 
have commenced from the time that the party 
entitled was deprived of the property by means of 
such frand—in the latter from the time of the 
succession—provided it shall not appear that the 
party to whom the possession devolved assisted in 
the commission of the fraud, or at the time he 
entered into possession knew, or had reason to 
believe that the fraud had been committed.

Third. Within twelve years from the time the 
cause of action arose. 

Suits for the recovery of Legacies, 

Section XII. Provided, that suits against 
Trustees shall not be barred by any length of 
time. 

Section XIII. And provided that whereby any 
law a shorter period is specially prescribed for the 
institution of a particular suit, the limitation so 
prescribed shall still be observed notwithstanding 
this Act.

Section XXI. And it is hereby enacted, that in 
computing the periods of limitation specified in 
Section XI. the time shall be excluded during .

And itis hereby provided, 
that this Act shall not extend to any public pro- 
perty or right, nor to any suits for the recovery 
of the public Revenue, or for any public claim 
whatever.

And it is hereby enacted, that 
all suits that may be now pending or that may be 
instituted within the period of 6 months from the 
date of the passing of this Act shall be tried and 
determined as i£ this Act had not been passed. 


Section XXX. And it is hereby enacted, that 
the provisions of this Act concerning the acquisi- 
tion and extinction ofrights shall not be of force in 
respect of any property situated or being within 
the local jurisdiction of Her Majesty’s Supreme 
Courts at Calcutta, Madras and Bombay, and of 
the Recorders Court in the Straits of Malacca, 
and that the Rules of limitation contained in this 
Act shall not be applied to any suits or actions in 
those Courts.

** Whereas it is expedient to lessen the expense of 
“ conveying Freehold lxtates;" Be it enacted by the 
Queen's most Excellent Majesty, by and with the ad- 
vico and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the samo, That every Deed

Act No. IL or 1842. 


An Act for providing for the exercise of certain powers by the Governor 
General during his absence from the Council of India. 


J. Whereas it is expedient that the Governor General should 
visit the North Western Provinces and other parts of India, unac- 
companied by any Member of the Council of Iudia, it is enacted 
that during the absence of the Governor General from Calcutta, 
it shall be lawful for the Governor General alone to exercise all 
the powers which may be exercised by the Governor General in 
Council, except always the power of making Laws and Regulations. 

II. And it is further enacted, that this Act shall commence 
from the day on which it shall be notified by an Order published 
in the Official Gazette, that the Governor General has quitted 
Calcutta for the purpose of so proceeding as aforesaid.

Prescription.—Section I. It is hereby enactec, 
that subject to the exceptions hereinafter men- 
tioned, a title by prescription shall be acquired in 
respect of property, moveable and immoveable, and 
hereditary offices, by uuinterrupted possession, 
mediate or immediate, as proprietor, for six years, 
in the 0886 of moveable property, and for twelve 
years in the case of immoveable property aud 
hereditary offices; provided that if any other tile 
bo proved, the possession shall have been adverse 
thereto—and provided that nothing herein con- 
tained shall be construed to affect any right aris- 
ing from possession of moveable property now 
recognized by Law. 

Section IL. And it is hereby enacted, that in 
the case of auy benefita, liberties, or privileges, 
derived out of, or affecting any immoveable pro- 
perty which shall have been enjoyed without in- 
terruption for twelve years, a right to the enjoy-

And it is hereby enacted, that 
in computing the period of prescription specified 
in Section l. in the case of moveable property the 
time shall be excluded during which the party in 
possession shall have been absent out of the Ter- 
ritories of the Kast India Company. 


Section XIX. And it is hereby enacted, that in 
computing the periods of prescription specified in 
Sections J. and H. the time shall be excluded dur- 
ing which any suit brought bona fide to interrupt 
the possession shall have been pending and shall 
have been diligently prosecuted in any Court of 
Judicature which from defect of jurisdiction or 
other cause shall have been unable to decide upon 
it, or shall have passed a decision which shall have 
been annulled on appeal for any such cause. 


Section XX. And itis hereby enacted, that the 
provision of Section IlI. shall not have effect when 
the party entitled to use the benefits, liberties or 
privileges therein referred to, shall have been 
under any of the disabilities specified in Section 
XVII., except as subject to the provisions, eon- 
tained in that Section, | 


Section X XI. And it is hereby enacted, that in 
computing the periods of limitation specified in 
Section Xl. the time shall be excluded during 
which the claimant or any person through whow 
he claims shall have been under the disabi- 
lity of infancy or unsoundness. of mind; pro- 
vided in respect of the suits described im 
Clauses 2 or 3 of the said Section that no longer 
time than 18 years shall, be so excluded; and 


in respect of the suits specified in Clause J, 
of the same Section, excepting suits for penal 
damages, that no longer time than 5 years shall be 
so excluded: provided further, that suits for penal 
damages shall never be admitted after the expira- 
tion of 1 year. 


Section XXII. And it is hereby enacted, that 
in all suits described in Section. XI. except suits 
for penal damages, when the claimant or the per- 
son through whom he claims shall have been 
absent out of the Territories of the East India 
Company, and the contiguous territories and the 
Island of Ceylon, at the time the cause of action 
arose, and shall have continued so absent, the 
time of such continued absence 31181] be excluded 
in computing the prescribed period of limitation, 
provided that no longer time than 5 years shall be 
so excluded. 


Section XXIII. And it is hereby enacted, that 
in all suits described in Section. XI. the time dur- 
ing which the defendant shall have heen absent 
out of the Territories of the East India Company, 
shall be excluded in computing the prescribed 
period of limitation. 


Section XXIV. | And it is hereby enacted, that 
jn computing the period of limitation applicable to 
any case the time shall be excluded, during which 
the claimant or the person through whom he 
claims shall have been engaged in prosecuting a 
suit upon the same canse of action against the 
same party or some party whom he represents, 
bona fide and with due diligence, in any Court of 
Judicature, which from defect of jurisdiction or 
other cause shall have been unable to decide upon 
it, or shall have passed a decision which on appeal 
shail have been annulled for any such cause. 


Section X XV. And it is hereby enacted, that 
when by the provisions of this Act a person is

barred from bringing a suit for the recovery of | 


auy legacy, debt, or damages, his right to tbe 
legacy, debt, or damages, for which a suit might 
have been brought by him, but for those provi- 
eions, ehall be extinguished unless such right is 
secured by some mortgage, pledge or lien. 


Section XXVI. And it is hereby enacted, that 
no complaint or information shall be proceeded 
upon by any Magistrate or Justice of the Peace 
against any person for any offence punishable by 
fine only, or by any Officer of Revenue against any 
person liable to any penalty or forfeiture, unless 
such complaint or information shall have been 
received within one year from the commission of 
the aet charged, or within any shorter period that 
may be prescribed by any existing law for prefer- 
ring sue complaint or information. 

Section XXVI Andit is hereby provided, that 
this Act shall not be construed to affect the pro- 
visions of Section X. Regulation XIX. 1793, 
extended to Cuttack by Section XXIV. Regula- 
tion XL. 1805, Section X. Regulation XLI. 
1795, and Section VI. Regulation XXXI. 1803, 
extended to the ‘Territories ceded by Dowlut Rao 
Scindiah and the Peishwah by Section XXI, Re- 
gulation VIII. 1805 of the Bengal Code. 


Section XXVIII. And itis hereby E 
that this Act shall not extend to any public pro- 
perty or right, nor to any suits for the recovery 
of the public Revenue, or for any public claim 
whatever. = 

Section XXIX. And it is hereby enacted, that 
all suits thet may be now pending or that may be 
instituted within the period of 6 months from the 
Gate of the passing of this Act shall be tried and 
determined as if this Act had not been passed.

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Section XXX. ` And {tis hereby enacted, that 
the provisions of this Act concérming the acquisi- 
tion and extinction ofrights shall not be of force jn 
respect of any property situated or being within 
the local jurisdiction of Her Majesty’s Supreme 
Courts at Calcutta, Madras and Bombay, and of 
the Recorder’s Court in the Straits of Malacea, 
and that the Rules of limitation contained in this 
Act shall not be applied to any suits or actions in 
those Courts.

An Act for extending the Statute CA. X XI. Ath and 
Sth of Queen Victoria in certain cases to the 
Terriluries ofthe Bast India Company. 


I. It is hereby enacted, that the Statute Ch, XXI. 
of the 4th and Sth years of the reign of Queen Victoria, 
entitled * An Act for rendering a Release. as effectual 
*' for the conveyance of Freehold Estatea ৬৪ a Lease 
“and Release by the same parties,” shall be extended 
to the territories of the East India Company from 
the Ist day of July next; provided always that this 
Act shall not be construed to affect any case which 
would not have been governed by'the Law of England 
before the passing of the afuresaid Statute, if this 
Act had not passed. 


An Act for rendering a Helease as effectual for 
the conveyance of Freehold Estates as a Lease 
and ftelease by the same Parties,

t Whereas it is expediont to lessen the expense of 
* conveying Freehold Estates:" Be it enacted by the 
Queen's most Excellent Majesty, by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this present. Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, That every Deed 
or Instrument of Release of a Freehold Estate, or Deed 
or Instrument purporting or intended to ৮৩ a Deed 
or Instrument of Release of a Freehold Estate, which 
shall be executed on or after the 15th day of May 1841, 
and shall be expressed to be made ln pursuance of 
this Act, shall be as effectual for the purposes therein 
expressed, and shall take effect ss a conveyance to 
uses or otherwise, and shall operate in all respects 
both at Law and Equity as if the relessing party or 
parties who shall have executed the same had also 
exeeuted in due form a Deed or Instrument of Bargain 
and Sale or Lease for a vear for giving effect to such 
Release, although no such Deed or Instrument of 
Bargain and Sale or Lease for a year shall be executed, 
provided that every such Deed or Instrument so 
taking effect under this Act shall be chargeable with 
the same amount of Stamp Duty as any Bargain and

“ or mialaid ;" be it enacted, That where, in or by 
any Deed or Instrument of Release of Freehold 
Estates executed before the the 15th day of May 
1841, any Deed or Instrument of Bargain and Sale 
or Lease fora year fur giving effect to such Dood or 
Instrument uf Release shall be recited, or by any 


. mention thereof in such Deed or Instrument of Release 
appear to have been made or executed, such recital or 
meution thereof shall be deemed and taken to be 
conclusive Evidence of the Deed or Instrument of 
Bargain and Sale or Lease for a year so recited or

IIT. And be it enacted, that in the construction of 
this Act the word ‘ Freehold’ shall have not only ita 
usual signification, but shali exteud to all Landa 
and Hereditaments for the conveyance of which, if 
this Act had not been passed, a Bargain aud Sale or 
Lease for a year, as wellas a Release, would have 
been used. 


Ordered, that the Draft now read be published for 
general information. 


Ordered, that the said Draft be re-considered at the 
first Meeting of the Legislative Council of India 
after the 21st duy of June next.
